suggestion toward the abolition of New 

York's usury laws, which we command to 
our Democratic legislators at Atlanta: 


It is one of the privileges of our system of 
2 separate States that experiments 
can be tried on asmall scale without periling 
the interests of others. Now, this experi- 
ment has been tried not hastily, nor in an 
obscure place, but in the most intelligent, cul- 
tivated and far-sceing community that we 
have—that of Massachusetis. Six years 
ago, in accordance with the teachings of 
every enlightened political economist that 
has written, and at the demand of the agri- 
cultural no less than the commercial 
it passed an act fixing the rate of interest at 
6 per cent. in all cases save when it was 
otherwise agreed upon, and not a man in the 
State would now go back to the old law. 
Rhode Island has done the same; Connecti- 
cut has done the same, and other New 
England States are prepared to do it, simply 
because they have observed the good effects 
of the change. Interest is not higher than 
it was; on the contrary, is lower; the 


money market is less liable to stringencies ; | time.

THE FIRST OF FICER’s NARRATIVE. 


The American ship Golden Hind, Captai:f 
Benjamin F. Robbins, left New York on the 
12th of February, on a voyage to San Fran- 
cisco. When in alatitude of St. Catharine’s 
we experienced a series of heavy westerly 
gales, which continued for nearly a month 
with great violence. On the 13th of June 
last, when on the west side of Patagonia, 
and at the Pacific entrance to the Straits of 
Magellan, the pintals and gudgeons of the 
rodder gave way and it floated off. Three 
days were consumed in constructing a tem- 
porary one of spare spars. It lasted about 
a week, but in another heavy gale this was 
also carried away, and we drifted at the 
mercy of the’ winds. On the second day 
after this last disaster, the Golden Hind 
struck between two rocks, one forward and 
one aft on the westera cozst of Patagonia. 
Three boats were hurriedly prepared, the 
men put on extra suits of clothes, laid in a 
small 28 of provisions, and at 7 o’clock 
that evening lowered away. 

In the hurry of departure nearly all of oar 
nautical instruments were left on board, and, 
in fact, many articles absolutely necessary. 
There were three boats lowered, the first under 
the command of Captain Robbins, the sec- 
ond commanded by myself, and the third in 
charge of Mr. Webb, the second mate. Each 
contained seven men. Mr. Webb assertin 
that he knew the situation better than he did, 
parted company almost immediately, and it 
being then quite dark, we lay under the lea 
of tne land until morning. The sea at the 
time we left the ship was breaking over her 
foreyard, and during the night she beat 40 
pieces on the rocks. 

SEARCH FOR THE MISSING BOAT. 


The next morning the last vestige of the 
Golden Hind had disappeared, and a search, 
which continued two days, was made for the 
other boat, but no trace of her could be seen. 
We have long ere this concluded that she 
was swamped, and that her entire crew were 
drowned.” Upon examination it was found 
that we had a small box and a bag of hard 
bread, the latter soaked with sea water, about 
twenty cans of beef, a litle tea and cofize. 
An allowance of one cracker to each man, 
and one can of beef to fourteen, was et first 
issued, but this speedily decreased to half a 
cracker, and finally we did not taste beef 
more than once a week. 


WITHOUT A COMPASS. 


A few days after we left the wreck the 
Captain’s boat was swamped, and we lost our 
compass, the only instrument we had, and a 
quantity of the provisions. An attempt was 
made to reach Sandy Point, a Chilian convict 
settlement, and the coaling station of the 
Pacific mail steamers, about two-thirds the 
way through the Straits of Magellan, but our

THE DREARY ASPECT.
